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An Extraordinary Fraud. 

Oneoftlio most lixtraonlinary cases of 
fraud that havo been iciioi tiHl I'oraloiif; 
tiiuopast has just hccn iliscovt'i-od by ft 
private detective linu lu .Melbounio. 
Tlio 'Daily Telegraph' siiyatbiit about 
tho ond of last month Messrs. Collisou , 
Daniels & Co., funiers, of Collins- 
Htroet, made the startling discovery 
that over 100 dozen valuable skins had 
mysteriously disappeared from their 
stock iu the warehouse without tho 
B]if,'htest clue beiiijjr iili'ordcJ of the 
culprits or tho robbery. J5ooks woro 
overhauled, aad the employes of tho 
firm subjected to a siarict examination, 
but nothing could be discovered, and 
the 'Berviees of Mr Olto Berliner, tho 
well known detective, were ealicd into 
requisition. ]Mr. Berliner at once pro- 
ceeded to the fouutain-head, and 
placed u hid employed iutbo Gstnblish- 
mout under strict Burveillanco, which 
was extciuled to another hul employed 
by a neighboring lirm of wurehouso- 
rucu. Having coileuted suiKcient data, 
Mr. Berlmer^interviewod the one youug 
man, and extorted a confession which 
clearly demonstrated the existence of 
an elabornto tiysteiu of fraud at the 
expense of Messrs. Collison, Daniels 
& Co. Tho statement was, in effect, 
that the lad had taken the goods of his 
employer out of the warehouse, handed 
them to his friend at the rear of the 
establishment, who took them round 
to the front entrance and resold them 
to their owner. This was carried on for 
several months, during which it wan 
computed 150 dozen of opossum, 
kangaroo, swan, and other native skins 
were stolen an^ resold to the deluded 
firm. Some of the skins wore sold to 
other houses, tho confederate being 
always the medium of sale. The latter 
asserted that although tho amount 
realized altogether was over £50, yet 
he only received a few shillings as his 
share of the plunder. On one occasion, 
after an unusually good haul, those 
bright youths spent the night drinking 
and roystcring about tho city, going 
homo about daylight, and presenting 
their respective mothers with 5s., whioh 
they asserted had been given them as 
overtime for working all night.— 
Adelaide Weekly News. 

An Euglish company is forming in 
London, having for its object tho 
importation of American oysters. 
The English oyster beds are said to be 
failing, and efforts have been made 
for a number of years to reatock tiiem 
from the coast of Prance. In 18U5 
or 1866 the Fish Mongers' Company 
of London sent the steamer Salsette 
to Tangier Sound, in the Chesapeake 
bay, for a load of American oysters, 
and about "20, 000 bushels of carefully 
selected oysters woro put on board of 
her. Most of these dietl on tho voyage 
but some of them arrived in London 
in good condition. They were served 
up "in every stylo" at a dinner given 
by the importing company to a number 
of eminent men of science, including 
Frank Buckland, editor of "Land and 
"Water;" but tho verdict was not 
iavofable to the gigantic bivalves. 
The general opinion was that tho 
Americans were too large^(though the 
smallest that cmild bo caught in 
Tangier Sound), and very doliciont 
flavor, being in fact more like peri- 
winkles in taste than oysters. In 
consequence of this unfavorable 
opinion iind of the great difficulty of 
transplanting them acroKs tho ocean 
in good condition, the attempt was 
abandoned. In 1808 tho French 
made a similar attempt, whioh also 
turned out badly. Since then the 
only importations have bcen|of barreled 
and canned oysters, lint tho taste for 
American oysteis has since become so 
■■ general among tin: Jviglish people and 
the demand for theiu has grown so 
great that the company alluded to 
above has been formed and will have 
ships built for tho special purpose of 
■transporting oysters alivo across tho 
Atlantic and putting them out in tho 
world famous beds at Colchester and 
elaowhero.

CIVIC AFFAIRS. 

It would bo ft mostunfortuniitooironiu- 
Btauco for tUo good govornmeut of this 
fair city of ours wore tho eoutrovorsy ro- 
apeeting tho conduct of the eivio buaiiicss 
to degonorato iuto iv moio peraoiml 
equabble between newspapor-mon; and wo 
beg to assure the Eatepayera that wo do 
notintopd to beledinto.aq error of the 
. Hnd.: 6S- 'tko ''aTitWty of the Mayor 
•••'both City journals have stated thut tlio 
Municipality ia bankrupt; and we havo 
produced ofBcial oopios of documents on 
file at tho Clerk's office to show that pri- 
vate meetings of the Council have been 
held, oatonsibly for the transaction of 
eanitary bnainijss, nt wbioU oontraots for 
largo aums hnvo been given ont and at 
which tho bills of Couiicillor.s for sorvicen 
thoy hud no right to perform worn passed 
in a clandestine nuinuor. Wu havu also 
shown that those transactions do not ap- 
pear on tho ininntos of the Council, tbat 
thoy have not been read and confirmod at 
a regular meeting, as required by law, 
and that there exists grave reason for the 
suspicion tbat tho Mayor and a luujority 
of tho CoUHcillors are acting in a manner 
prejudicial to tho boat iutororits of tho 
City. Wo havo cited two iustaiiccis of tho 
clandoatine manner in whicli tho civic 
duties were dischargod, viz: tho disposal 
of tho watot debentures to DoCosmos.aud 
tho contract given to Monk (an employe 
of tho Mayor) to extend tho water mains 
across James Bay. Our contemporary 
ignores the Monk afl'air (ho cannot defend 
it) but flies to tho defence of tho Oonncil 
in the matter of the last issue of water 
debontures and vehemently claims tliut 
tho i)ayment of "ttooroed interest" to thu 
gentlemen who took up the stock was re- 
gular, that thoy bid for tho loan with the 
understanding that tho "accrued intorost" 
would bo paid them, and that thoy »r- 
rangod for its payment before Heading in 
their bid. Let ns see how far tho ollioiul 
doouments -will support our coutenipor- 
axy's view ol the case. We have before 
VLB the Water Commissioner's report for 
the year ending December Slst, 1875. In 
that report it is stated that tlio debon- 
tures were hypothecated to tho Bank of 
British North America at 70 cents on tho 
dollar at the rate of one per cent, per 
monUi— which means that S35,000 was ad- 
vanoed by the bank on 850,000 worth of 
bonds— the interest being 8350 per month , 
After the lapne of two or three mouths 
Mr. DeCosmos made an otVer for the 
whole of the bonds at S7>^ couts oa the 
dollar. A meeting of the Couiual was hold 
with closed doors at which the nlTi-r of Mt. 
DeOosmos was read. It was in tho follow. 
ing terms: 

VioToniA, B.C., Sept. 1, 1875. 
Sik:— If the Municipal Oonncil wish to 
sell the Water Works Bonds is.-'uod niidor 
the "Water AVorks Amendment Aot,1875," 
and will acociDt 873^, I will take them. 
Yours, &c., A. DbOobuob.

City Clerk, Victoria. 
The Councillors, in secret meeting as- 
" eembled, considered this proposition and 
accepted it; but not a word was said 
at a meeting about "accrnod interest," 
On tbo following morning the W.tler 
Commisaioner was directed to hand over 
the 350,000 worth of bonds on paymont of 
343,750, which he did. But now conus 
the strangest part of the Btory. A/ier ihe 
Commissioner had handed over the bonds a 
reduction of about one thousand dollars wus 
allotccdtha bondholders as accrued inlereit, 
notwichstandlng the fact that the Bank had 
already drawn about that amount/or an mi- 
«aiica 0/ ig35,000. Thus, it will bu seen, 
the City.through the dishonesty or iguoi - 
ance of its onstodians, was forced to p.iy 
nineteen per cent, on the bonds andaubmu 
to a sha\o of nearly seven thousand dol- 
lars into the bargain. Everything goes to 
show that the demand for accrued interest 
was an afterthought on tho part of Mr. 
DeCosmos. As he is not a capitalist and 
' 'iraainerely a go-between in the transac- 
tion, and as in other matters he has 
shown an insatiable greed for "commis- 
sions" it is strongly 8usi)ected tliat his 
commission in this iiist:iuco was tho 
„ "accrued interest." Bo that as it may, the 
City has had the plousuro of paymg tliu 
"accrned" amount twice over— onco to 
""■'■■lihie Bank and once to Mr. DeCosmos. If 
there are any doouments in existence that 
will throw a dilTjrent light on tho trans - 
action we nhould be glad tu see tbeni. As 
the case stands witli .^Ir. DuUohuios' o11',;i' 
before them tho public will be sui o to 
draw conclusions most tuifavoml'lL' to tli,; 
, bnainess capacity or honesty of the City 
J'atbers. 

" V7e odmo next to the Monk contract. 
This was arranged at a secret session. TIil' 
transaction does not api)ear on tliu Jliii- 
uto-hook of tho (Jouncil. Neither, stran^'c 
to aay, do any of tho payments made t(j 
Councillors contrary to the Act. This, in 
itself, is a suspicious oircumstauco. 
Coupled vrith the offer of Mr. Monk be- 
ing in the handwriting of the Mayor, and 
Mr. Monli himself being an employe of 
tlie Mayor, tho tr.iusaction wears a <laik 
. and forbidding hai>. In tli(i lirst plaee, 
the contract II. illegal, Uudor tho Water 
' Act the Water Commissioner is tho only 
person clothed with power to contraet 
with Mr. Monk, . and we know that tho 
Council ignored that ofBcial entirely. He 
was asked by resolution of the Council to 
make a report as to tho cost (jf tho pro- 
posed work, and without waiting to re- 
I coivo his report, or aski'ig other plumb(!r.s 
■ what they would do tho work for, thu 
Council gave the job to Mr. Monk at his 
own figure. Borne peiJsona, carried away 
with tho idea that the southern part of tho 
City is about to enjoy tlio blessing of a 
watta' supply, will not stop to coa.-fidia' tho 
conaeciiiencos of throwing thu supply of 
ono-fourth of tho City into tho liaiuls 
of a monopoly. Lot us do it for them: 
Thoro are live plumbing ostabliahmonts 
' in AHctoria, one of which the May'or (who 
- is disguised as Mr. Mook) owns. "Wo 
will suppose tlio water extended to James 
Bay tlu-ougli the Mayor's mains; tho next 
i consideration will bo to carry tlio M ater in- 
" .'to; the liouHO.s. A resilient of the 15ay hsivos 
' an order for tho laying ou of tho watia' at 
a plumbing establishment not tho May- 
ori. The iilumboiH proceed to tap the 
.wain; but are met by Mr. Monk with the 
" remark, "those pipes are inivato propei-

We oaaiiot, of cnurso, 
admit that the demand for a new location 
survey of the Friisur "Vulloy should bo 
acceded to. The route of the Pacific 
Railway through tho "sea of mountains" 
which covers a largo part of the surfacn 
of British Columbia must be determined 
by considerations aifectiog the Doiniuion 
at large, and not any one portion of a sin- 
gle Province. It has already been deter- 
mined that tho Frasor Valley routo is all 
but impracticable, and that one rniiuing 
further to the west will havo to bo adopt- 
ed. Had it been possible to make thodo- 
scont of the Eraser "Valloy with the road 
nothing could have been better suited for 
all parties, but that question oaa hardly 
now be opened up. As for a local railwoy 
up tho Frascr and Thompson, from New 
Westminster tu Kaiuloops, there ilocs not 
appear to be nuy gooil rcitson why it 
should not bo us fairly oiititied to aid as 
tho cixually local road U-oni Victoria to 
Nanaimo. The only chuuco of its receiv- 
ing aid from the Dominion, however, is 
in the shape of a money compensation for 
delay, which, whon paid, will probably 
have j-ot to bo divided botweeu the island 
and tho ipaiiiland. If tin, British Colum- 
biana really wish their dillicuKy s ttled, 
let thorn agree amongst ihemselvos on 
some such scheme which will be iair for 
all, and will render it possible to nego- 
tiate with them.

It bus for some time been tolerably 
well understood that the people of tho 
nuiiulaud of British" Columbia viewed 
tho Pacilic Railway prievanoe from a 

StnudpoiiiL euliiclr UiiJoront from that 

occupied by the people of Vancouver 
Island. Tt»e latter aro eager for the 
carrying out of the Carnarvon terms, 
and tho more violent of them had tho 
bud tiisto to present as au ultimatum 
to Lord Dufforin, "Tho Terms or bep- 
aration." AYlint they evidently want 
is the building of tho Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway, and if they can only 
get that they are comparatively indif- 
ferent about the immediate commenco- 
lueut of woi'k on tho main lino. They 
aro also auxious for the choice of Bute 
Inlet as* the termiuus, ■well knowing 
tbiit if this choice is made, and the 
ialaud railway built, the real terminus 
will be Esquimalt and not Bute Inlet. 
Could they but securo these two ob- 
jects they would bo generous enouj,'h 
not to proH9 Canada unduly for tho 
fuUilmout of the other conditions; but 
failing thcBo, no amount of despatch 
in proceeding with tho -work on tho 
nmin lino will satisfy them of " the 
"bona lides" of tho Canadian Govern- 
ment. What thoy want is tho branch 
built at their doors at once, and tho 
main line whenever they can get it. 

It is quite different with the people 
of New Wetslraiuater. Thoy do not 
caro a iig for the biiikling of the island 
railway, and, according to their own 
account of their Bentimento, thoy nro 
"unnniraous in the feelings of pleas- 
uro with which they regard the setting 
aside of the Carnarvon terms." This 
must bo taken to mean that part of the 
"terms" which has reference to tho 
building of the Esquimalt and Nanai- 
mo Railway, for the subsequent para- 
grapbs of their memorial, as given iu 
the letter of our own correspondent, 
shows that they want all tho other con- 
ditions carried out. With them the 
groat objeots uiG to have the work bo- 
gun at once on tho mainland, and to 
have tho routo located iu the valloy of tho 
I'riiHcr River, or at least a new survey 
made with the view of testing its feaaihi- 
litv. Thcv agi-rc witti the "Victorians in 
demanding c( inipensation for the delays 
which have occurrud, but thoy dilTer in 
their view of the form which such com- 
pensation should take. In tho "Carnar- 
von terms" the island railway was the 
compensation named; to this tho main- 
hindcrs object, and ask for something 
which will beiiotlt tho mainland as well as 
Vancouver Island. In short- though 
they do not say it in ",0 many words — thoir 
ib'sire tividently is that tho cumpensatiou 
for delay shall take the form of a money 
payment, of which a portion will be (*pcnt 
on" tho mainland, instead of tho ooDBtruo- 
tion of arailroiiil which will benefit only 
ths islanders. 

So inindi is ipiite clonr from tho rospoc- 
tivi" utterances of the parties tliomBolves 
in their lacnioruils to the Governor-Con- 
eral. If further proof were wanted of tho 
wide divergence between them, it is to be 
found in the criminations and rncrimiim- 
tioiH bandied between them, 'and in tho 
threat of the ColonUt, tho most moderate 
of the Vict u-ia papers, that if tho "pull- 
inji' and hauling" of the mainland against 
the island is likely to continue for any 
length of time the islanders will seek se- 
paration bb the quickest eolutioa of the 
railway dilHculty, Oach section being left 
to work out its own doBtiny under it» own 
govornmeiit- Tliia is, of oourso, simply 
a throat, for the iiooplo of Vancouver can 
no more socede from tho Province of 
British Cobiiubia than thoy can from the 
Doiuinioii of Canada. The one union is 
as much Imperial in its origin ns tho 
other, and is far older, and as little likoly 
to bo severed -with Imperial ooiisout. That 
tho fooling b>/tweeii tho two sides of ths 
Gulf of Georgia runs high is shown by 
tho resignation of tho Hon. Jlr. ]5rown, 
ono of tho two mainland memljer.s of the 
recently formed local Cabinet, the cause 
' of his rosisruation being the impos- 
sibility of the GJ^ernment agreeing on a 
policy witli respect to either tho Paoiflo 
Railway or the Carnarvon termn. Under 
tho circnmstiinces it is not Biirprising to 
find Mr, Brown more anxious to keep 
liiiuself right with his own couatitnontB 
than to do what would irritate thorn iu 
order to please the Viotorion section of 
tho population.

— A later difipatcli 
from Bolgriido says tho Forte's ro- 
jeution of the peace proposals is receiv- 
ed hero with satisfaction. 

A Vienna coricBpondont to tho 
"Standard" states that a counauuica- 
tion from Paris declares tliat Franco 
will not participate in tlio naval 
demonstrations proposed by l^ussia. 

Austria and England have declined 
the proposition of intervention. 

A telegram from Belgrade says it is 
expected that Russia will present an 
ultimatum to bo followed by a dec- 
laration of war. NegotiatioiiB will 
probably procedc such action, ii-t tho 
treaty of Paris bindg tho si^niers iu 
the ovont of a misundorstaudiug, to 
give the Powere an opportuuity of 
Mediation, Rouroania •will join tho 
fortunes or llussia. She openly 
allows the piiHSngo of armed bodies 
through her territory, PiiucQ Milan 
has written a letter to Ibo Czar, ex- 
pressing sorrow for having iuciured 
the latter'a displeasure in connection 
with the army's prpolamatibn of hini- 
Bolf as King. 

The Turkis'-i geiU'rals havo roHUined 
operations, but avoid Aloxinatz and 
Delhigrado, uio peiiotratiDg north 
into the eaateru countries 



but since the independent aotion of 
Russia, even au acceptence by the 
Porto of a programme so variously 
intoi-pretcd by its originators, would 
notoll'orany solution of tho troubles. 

Tho 'Standards' ' Bolgrado dispatch 
reports that Gen. Teho.vnayell" has 
sent to Belgrade 50 petsons who had 
mutilated their right hand iu order to 
escajio military duty. Thoy \vill bo 
imprisoned three years. 

London, Oct. 5. — A Belgrade dis- 
patch to the 'Times' says the oaloula- 
tions of the Servian war party are that 
Russia will declare war with the ap- 
proval of England. This expectation 
is founded on tho -sentiment of tho 
English people as gathered from tho 
meetings hold all over the country. 

Tho 'Times' ' Berlin ootrespondent 
telegraphs that should Russia persist 
iu occupying Bulgaria. Austrian troops 
will not only occupy Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina but operate against Servia. 

Qi;eknstown, Oct. 15.— The stoain- 
ship Montana, with the prssengers of 
the disabled -steamer Idaho, sailed for 
New York to-day. 

The accident was caused by the break- 
ing of a wheel of the tondor. An oxaniinii- 
ticni of tho wluiol to-day sliows it was per- 
fectly sound lip to tho time of breaking.

London, Oct. G. — A destructive fire oc- 
curred to-day at tho cotton mills of Pick- 
ering it Abbott, at Blackburce, resultiug 
in damage amounting to ^J100,000. 

London, Oct. C. — A dispatch from Pestb 
statoj that a letter froiii Fri^end, Alban- 
ia, says Basbi Bazouks have returned to 
that neighborhood from the Turkish 
army because of disagrctiinonts M-ith 
Turkish commanders. Thoy stale tliat 
after the battle of Sept. lat they were on 
the point of crossing tho Morava oad en- 
tering Alexinatz, when they wore stopped 
by the regular troops, who wero ordered 
to shoot all who attempted to cross. 

New YoitK, Oct. 0. — A dispatch from 
London says Sir Henry Elliott ut Constan- 
tinople, has Ijcen instrocted to notify tho 
Porte that unless the English propo.sals 
are unreservedly accepted, the British 
government will withdraw all support \.o 
Turkey aud merely guarantee Oonstanti- 
noplo against Russian occupation. 

Pesth, Oct. C— The Turks have again 
taken the ofl'ensivo. Thoy have loft Siit- 
ehar and moved up the vnlley of tho 
Timoc, in the direction of Kujazanatz. 
The Turks have also collected sixteen bat- 
talions at Babing Laska. This seems to 
indicate a turning movement in the direc- 
tion of Benja or Lukava. On October 3d 
tho Turks forced tho passage of tho Mo- 
rava at three points. Their headquarters 
are now advanced to Src/.ooae, 

St. Peteiisiiuuo, Oct. 0.— It is stated 
that General Ignatieli', Russian Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey, has been summoned l-y 
the Czar.to Levidia, where General Sum- 
meroskoff, the Czar's aid-de-camp, whose 
mission has been signally successful, is 
also expected. 

A Bolgrado telegram to tho Times re- 
ports that tho Servian goveruuiont has 
hired 200 mechanics from the Gorman 
imperial gun factory for six months. 

London, Oct. 6.-^ The Daily Telegraph's 
correspondent at Constantinople ropre- 
sents that a stormy war spirit is manifes- 
ted by Hie poiiuhice. The commoncom-jnt 
of ho'stilities witli Russia would bo wel- 
come to the JIusHulraans, and is consid- 
ered by them unavoidable. 

A telegram to the Dally News from Ra 
gusa reports that the losses of the Monte- 
negrins m tho campaign, which amounts 
to -1,000 killed, havo produced a reaction 
iu favor id' pcact,'. It ia possible that 
separate treaty with tho Porto will bo 
made. 

Berlin. Oct. o— -Evouiug -- The 
court, after a throe hours' delibera- 
tion, pronouiiceil judgment on Count 
von Arnim, but tho seuteuco has not 
transpired. 

A •''Berlin dispatch to the "Post" 
say.s it is stated that Count von Arnim 
has been sentenced to penal servitude 
for one year. 

BKLouAiik, Oct. 5. — Eight thousand 
Turks aro advancing on Nogatoiu 
which place has been occupied by 
(j.UtiO Servians with two batteries of 
arliUery. 

K(jkoerelV, director of the Russian 
Volga Kama Bank, informs tho 
Servian Goveriiiiieiit that its last loan 
has been, fully subscribed for. 

The Powers are now making great 
efTorts to obtain an armistice or at 
least a month's truco accoinpaniod by 
various guarantees. 

London, Oct. l. — The Therapia oorrcs- 
pondent of tho 'nmes, in a letter dated 
,Sept. HOth, .says tho Porto grounds its re- 
sponse to the demands of tho Powers on 
its alleged inability to curb tho passions 
of the mob. Its ultima ratio is the tlireat 
of a massacre of Christians. The TnrkiHli 
ministers allege they are conatuutly re- 
ceiving anonymous letters, aud placards 
are posted at every corner of Stamboal, 
threatening popular vengeance on the 
government if they accept conditions im- 
eompatihlo with tlie dignity of the em- 
])ir('. Shrewd persons iiro inclined to bo- 
lieve tlnise menaces are prearranged by 
the government; but many European res- 
idents and even somo diplomatists, espe- 
cially Elliott, the British ambassador, are 
disgusted.
